^VOLUNTEER NURSES. 


Women Dliappoluted Because Their Of- 


fers Have Been Rejected. 


This war is likely to be a stag party 


jlespite the efforts of hundreds of ••women 
to enter as nurses. 


The official announcement that no 


women are wanted in the impending 
conflict would seem to indicate that for 
once women will not be. permitted to in- 
vade the province of man. 


After all the progress they have made 


In ousting man from many of his Birth- 
rights it seems the nineteenth century 
is about to close with BO great an event 
as a foreign war without the presence 
of the gentler sex. 


The preparations are for tho nursing 


to be done exclusively by men. The 
women may be needed later. They will 
then be called upon, in tho event of a 
protracted conflict, toienter the military

hospitals which will be established. 
Only trained nurses, practiced in tho 
science of nursing, reliable and prompt- 
ed by sense of duty, will be sent to min- 
ister to the sick and wounded. 


Conditions have so changed since the 


civil war that tho business of providing 
nurses will be given as careful and sys- 
tematic attention as the calling out of 
volunteers. 


The nursing will not devolve upon 


mothers, sisters, wives and sweethearts, 
as it did then. At that time there were 
no schools for nurses as now. The wom- 
en of today will have to intrust their 
loved ones who fall on the field of bat- 
tle to the scientific care of women un- 
known to them, but whose knowledge 
of surgery and medicine will make their 
dear ones fare better than in their own 
hands. 


The trained nurses of St. Louis hold 


themselves in readiness to respond 
should they be called upon. Many have 
already volunteered and wero disap- 
pointed when told their services were not^ 
needed. Some volunteered because they' 
felt it their duty to do so, others bo- 
cause they thought it the opportunity 
of a lifetime to travel and see tho conn- 
try and others because of its being an 
act of heroism. 


Mrs. B. B. Andrews of 4555 Delmar 


boulevard applied for admission as 
nurse. Mrs. Andrews is a trained nurse, 
and believes that without the services 
of tho trained female iiurso there will 
be much suffering. She said: 
"I think all the men who go should 


go to fight and leave the nursing to the 
women."—St Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Nellie Grant's Citi/cnship. 


A bill has been introduced 111 the 


house by Mr. Pearson of North Carolina 
to restore to Mrs. Nellie Grant Sartoris 
her American citizenship, which sho 
lost by marriage with an Englishman 
It is to bo hoped that somebody in con- 
gress will seo the injustice that is done 
women in compelling them to lose their 
citizenship by marriage with foreigners 
and so amend the bill that it shall pro- 
vide that no woman who is a citizen of 
tho United States shall lose her citizen- 
ship by marriage as long as she remains 
in this country, and that a return to 
this country at any time, whether her 
husband be living or dead, shall imme- 
diately restore to her citizenship in the 
United States, with all its rights and 
privileges. —Woman' s Tribune

Tile last order for the extention of 


the Civil Service rules was issued in 


May, 
1896^ by President Cleveland, 


everybody knew the full scope and ex- 
tent of the order, as it was generally 
dlacuased iu the newspapers. The Re- 
publican -Satioual Committee, which 
met iu St. Loui- June 18,1896, indorsed 
it and resolved tbat: 


Toe Uivii Service law was placed on 


the Statute book by the Republican 
party, which has alwuya sustained it, 
and we renew our repeated declarations 
that it shall be thoroughly and honest- 
ly enforced 
and extended wherever 
practicable. 


William MuKinley was uomiuated 


fur Prusideut on tbat platform, and iu 
bis letter of acceptance pledged him- 
self to Hbide by ita principles. Now, 
because the Attorney General is of the 
opinion tbat President Cleveland pro- 
muiKttteii the order extending the Civil 
Service rules for partisan purposes, 
Pri8id<tut JUoKiuley is uiged to revoke 
that order for purposes that, no one 
can doubt are other thau partisan. 


President 
Mi-Kiuley has the loyal 


support of every American citizen, re- 
gardless of political affiliations, 
iu 


proaeuutiug the war against Spaiu. 
Before hostilities began or war was de 
olared the Congress of the United 
States placed if50,000.000 of the public 
fuuds iu hla bauds to be expanded as 
he saw flt in strengthening coast de- 
fenses and improving tlieuavy. Never 
in the history of the country did Con- 
gress, without a uisseutiug vote pl-*ce 
such confidence in u pre?i leut. Par- 
tisamsm was sunk iu patriotism. The 
whole country demanded that the de- 
struction of the Maine and her gallant 
crew be avenged uud that Spanish des- 
potism be intide to yive way to inde- 
pendence m Cuba. Men of ail shades 
of politics volunteered to serve in the 
army and i 'sk their lives on the battle- 
field. 
Now, 
with those men sacrificiuit 


their lives for freedom on foreign soil, 
for the President to abandon a prin- 
ciple and break u solemn pledge for 
partisan purposes would be an ad- 
niUbion that the continence repose.1, in 
the Administration by all parties was 
misplaced, and that Ibe Republican 
party will throw principles to the mud 
at any lime to quiet the clamor of 
spoilsmen. 


Dispatches ifrom the front to the De- 


partments at Washingloh announced 
that DO bombardment would take place 
«t Santiago yesterday and possibly not 
tor several days. General 8baf tar and 
Admiral Sampson hare decided that 
anoh a coarse would not be advisable. 
General Panda has arrived at Santiago 
with 6,000 troops and they have been 
distributed about the fortification. 


The Spaniards have from 16.000 to 


18,000 men to defend the city and the 
advantage of being entrenched adds 
greatly to their strength making them 
in the opinion of military men from a 
third to half stronger than the Amerl 
can forces.

Admiral Cervera's fleet has gone to 


join Montijo's and meet McQinty at 
the bottom of the sea. Sampson and 
Schley destroyed all the Spanish war 
vessels at Santiago de Cuba. The vic- 
tory was almost as bloodless on the 
American side as was tbat of Dewey at 
Mauilrt, only one American baring teen 
killed. No juuh victories as that ut 
Manila and tbat at SKiuiago were ever 
before achieved on the ocean. Two 
Spanish squadrons have been destroyed 
with the loss of only one man on the 
American fleets. This seems almost 
inoredible, bat it is nevertheless a fact.
